The high school it was 
rta'.ed. already is badly eroded and 
the commercial department occupied 
a great deal of space. 
The, board also feels, it was stated, 
that the high school's chief mission is 
to provide a foundation tor boys and 
girls and that the high school should 
not endeavor to turn out specialized 
students. It was said some members 
feel that any student desiring to take 
HJ) commercial work would be in far 
bettor 
position 
to do so with the 
groundwork of a good high school edu- 
cation. The commercial department 
is one of the most expensive in tha 
high school. 
At the beginning of this school year 
changes were- made in requirements 
to provide that the number of elective 
subjects shall be reduced. This was 
done it was stated, because of the 
tact that many students found when 
they desired to continue their studies 
they could not gain entrance to col- 
lege wlhout additional work. 
The question of action in regard to 


the commercial department has been 
up for sometime. Some people have 
felt that it ought to be continued; 
others that it should be discontinued.

DECISION MAKES FLAT DECREASE- 


PASSENGER RATES NOT CHANGED 


Opinion of Majority of Commission Holds That Transportation 


Charges Defeat Own Purpose of Providing Sufficient Revenue 
For Railroads by Impeding Commerce—Commission Decides 
Railroads Entitled to 5% Per Cent Return Instead of 6 Per 
Cent—Two Commissioners Dissent 


Washington, May 24.—Reduction in freight rates averaging 


about 10 per cent was ordered by the Interstate Commerce Com- 
mission in a decision resulting from its inquiry into the general 
rate structure of the nation. 


The cut in freight rates was filed by the commission at 14 


per cent in eastern territory; 131/2 pef cent in western territory 
and 121/2 per cent in southern and mountain-Pacific territory. 


All reductions ordered are effective July 1 and constitute a 
greater cut than was generally expected, 


The Commission decided that railroids/are entitled to earn 
5% per cent on the value of railroad propirty instead of the 6 
per cent fixed as a reasonable return under the transportation 
act of 1920. 


Agricultural products will not be af- 


fected by the reduction. The reduc- 
tion of l|C 1-2 per cent made in the 
westerri hay and grain rate last fall 
and the voluntary 10 per c«snt cut in 
all agricultural products by railroads 
January 1 will be substituted for the 
decision on thesb commodities.

What we did gee,-how- 
ever^ was sufficient to make Us realize 
that the newspaper accounts of th'j 
storm were in no way exaggerated and 
we were convinced that the highway 
and bridge damage alone will amount 
to many thousands of dollars."

THE ETHICS UNCHANGED 


The supreme court has rendered a decision in 


the Burleigh county printing case in which a 
printing establishment (The Tribune Company) 
sought to compel County Auditor Frank Johnson 
to receive competitive bids for printing election 
Applies. The supreme court holds that letting of 
thisfcork by competitive bid is discretionary with 
the county auditor but not mandatory. It holds 
that although the legislature provided that in ex- 
penditure of county money in repairs, etc., bids 
must be received, the legislature omitted such 
mandatory provision with regard to election sup- 
plies. 


Many county auditors actuated by a spirit of 


fair play, common honesty and decency call for 


Drake cr anywhere outside of Grand Forks county 
reflect socialism and every trace of them should 
be obliterated and the expense to the taxpayers 
dispensed withr But in Grand Forks state owned 
enterprises do not constitute state socialism.

These Gentlemen In Bulletin 


Discuss Some of The Pe- 


culiarities of Swine 


Fargo, North 
Dakota, May 24.— 


None of the pigs of nursery rhymes 
had more definite personalities or 
amusing adventures than the pigs at 
the agricultural ollege, it is indicated 
in a nog bulletin which J, H. Shep- 
pard in chdrge of animal husbandry, 
has Just written. 


Some of the swine ara good natured, 


others are malcontents; some are sis- 
sies and some are born thieves, Mr 
Sheppard says. His treasury of hog 
lore is drawn from observation and 
from the sage remarks of "Daddy" D. 
J. Geiken, herdsman at the college, 


who is quoted frequently throughout 
the bulletin. 


Here are some of the things whlchj 


Messrs. iSneppard and Geiken hav4 
found out about swine. 
* 


If pigs get into a quarrel or other- 


wise misbehave, thump their ears. It 
does not hurt them but they do not 
like it and it makes them behave. 


Humor the 
brood sow. Unneces- 
sary noise, being moved from one 
place to another, in fact any disturb- 
ance of any kind tends to stop the 
flow of milk and cut it off altogether. 
This means stunted pigs. Mr. Shep- 
pard says that Mr. Geiken Is so strict 
about this jpoint that he baa to put on 
bis "Pig barn manners" whenever he 
ventures in to look the swine over. 


IPigs should not be weaned too sud- 
denly. This may be prevented by ar- 
ranging a small bed tor the mother 
and another for the pigs so that they 
will not sleep with her. "They wake 
up just the same," writes Mr. Shep- 
pard. "but mother is not right there 
handy.' Thus they get over the habit 
of having midnight lunch. Meanwhile 
the mother is fed as much alfalfa hay 
as she will eat and in four of five days 
the weaning is accomplished. 
Don't 'mako a sudden move that will 
'righten a bunch of feeding hogs as 
they will run off pounds of fat before 
they quiet down again.
